NEWDERRYSAYS 
HE IS INNOCENT 


Michigan Man Whose Seat 


In Senate is Being Con- 
tested Declares He Did 
Nothing Illegal in the 
Elections. 


Washington. Jan. 9.—A sweeping 


declaration of his innocence was 
made by Senator Newberry, Repub- 
lican, Michigan, today in the senate. 


Taking the floor for his own de 


fense in ouster proceedings brought 
by Henry Ford, the defeated Demo- 
cratic candidate, Senator Newberry 
emphatically denied personal knowl- 
edge of the collection or expenditure 
of the large campaign fund spent in 
his behalf. 
"As God is my witenss I am this 
day and hour conscious of having 
done nothing in 
connection with 


either primary campaign or the gen 
eral election of 1918 in the state of 
Michigan," said Senator Newberry, 
"a single act that was, or is in any 
way unlawful, dishonorable, or cor- 
rupt, and this I say to the senate 
of the United States, without reser 
vaion or qualification." 
"Upon these facts, as I then be , 


heved them to be, and as I now be- 
lieve them to be, I shall abide the, 
icsult with a clear conscience,' Mr.1 
Newberry added in a dramatic con 
elusion of his prepared address. His 
colleague, Senator Townsend, an- 
nounced last Saturday that Mr. 
Xew berry would submit to ques- 
tioning by the senators but not to 
heckling or cross examination. 
A business man. and not an ex- 


perienced public speaker, 
Senator 
Xewberry .of short, sturdy figure, 
w ith glasses over his blue eyes, said 
he desired to give the senate what 
little information he had personally 
regarded the charges made against 
his manner of election. 
At the outset be asked that he be 
not interrupted until he concluded 
his prepared address. 
"I cannot remain silent any long- 


er during the consideration of my 
right to represent the state of Michi- 
gan as one of its senators," he said. 
"I did not volunteer tp appear be- 
fore the committee of the senate, 
which took, testimony in this matter 
because I really had no information 
that would assist in the investiga- 
tion Of the charges filed by my op- 
ponent. It seems to me that the 
time has come to speak, because my 
silence might be misunderstood by 
my friends. 
"On the sixth day of June 1917, 
I was commissioned a lieutenant 
commander in the United States' 
navy and on July 23. 1917, and was i 
assigned 
to the 
Brooklyn Navy 


vard. From that daj, July 23, 191 / j 
until after the signing of the armis 
tice, Nov. 11, 1918, I was never in 
Michigan a- single hour. 
The pri- 


marv election and the general elec- 
tion of 1918 occurred during m> ab- 
sence from the state of Michigan 
"I did not solicit or expend di- 


rectly or indirectly, one single dol- 
lar in the campaign for senator in 
Michigans 1918. nor did I know of 
the contributions made until after- 
wards. The two statements which 
I made under oath to the senate are 
absolutely and wholly true. 
The 
first is dated August 14, 1918. a.nd 
omitting 
the 
printed 
form with 


which you are all familiar, and to 
which I sincerely subscribed, I wrote 
in my own hand as follows: 
"The campaign for mv nomination 


for U. S. Senator has been volun 
tarily conducted by my friends in 
Michigan. I have taken no part in 
it whatever and no contributions or 
expenditures have been made witn 
my knowledge or consent. " 
"The 
second, dated 
August 28, 


1918, 
with the same omissions, ana 


in addition to the printed form to 
which I 
sincerely 
subscribed. I 


wrote with my own hand as follows, 
under the head of 'contributions. 
Xone with my knowledge and con- 
sent ' and under the head or ais- 
bursements '—None with my knowl- 
edge and consent.' I have read a 
general public statement of Paul S. 
King concerning expenditures by a 
voluntary committee of my friends 
but these were made without my 
knowledge or consent "

Accompanied by Richard 
Crane, former American minister to 
Czecho Slovakia, in whose car he 
was ndins, and Wickham Steed, edi 
tor of the London Times, Ambassa- 
dor Harvey was on his way Jor a 
round of golf. The axle of the ma 
chine broke and Mr. Harvey was 
thrown out, landing heavily on the 
road. He was able to arise, but was 
rushed back to his hotel in a dazed 
condition 
Physiciars who were hurriedly 
summoned, found him suffering from 
shock and from severe bruises on his 
back where he struck the road. His 
dazed condition after the accident 
lasted more than an 
hour. The 
physicians expressed the opinion that 
he would be confined to him bed for 
several days and said he should not 
attempt to attend to any official 
duties 
Mr Crane was 
uninjured, 
Mr 
Steed 
suffered from bruises and 


shock. 
As soon as news of the accident be- 
came known to the delegations to 
the allied supreme council, at which 
Ambassador Harvey was acting as 
observer for his government, they 
sent expressions of sympathy and 
congratulations at his escape.

benator by Governor SpfOul today 
to succeed the late Boies Penrose. 
Under the law the appointment 
btands until a successor is selected 
at the November election to fill the 
unexpired term ending in 1927. 


George Wharton Pepper is not un 


known to many members of the sen- 
ate. During the time the Versailles 
treaty was under consideration, Mr 
Pepper attracted wide attention by 
opposing ratification of the League 
of Nation covenant in joint debate 
on the public platform with Senator 
Hitchcock of Nebraska, in this city, 
and with Senator Pomerene of, Ohio, 
in Indianapolis 
Like Boies Pen- 
rose. Mr. Pepper comes from an old 
Philadelphia family. 
He will be 55 
years old on March 16 He was ed- 
ucated in private schools and was 
graduated in 18S7 from the Univer- 
sity of Pennsvlvama, of which he 
is now a trustee, and from the law 
department two vears later. He has 
had wide experience 
in 
the civil 


practice of law. 
The new senator is widely Known 


m many activities but up to this 
time, he has declined all offers of 
salaried public office 
During the 


world war he was a member of the 
Council of National Defense and of 
the Pennsylvania public safety com 
mittee, and was also & member of 
the commission to revise the state 
constitution. 
Mr. Pepper is a prominent mem- 


ber of the Episcopal church and an 
expert on the canonical law of the 
denomination. 
In his university days Mr Pepper 


was a hammer thrower on the Penn 
sylvama track team and also played 
football. 
He 
defended organized 
baseball in the Federal league suits 
and had much to do with the draft- 
ing of the present national^ agree 
ment of the American and National 
leagues. 
Governor Sproul in announcing 
the appointment said that in order 
there might be a full understanding 
of the situation 
he desired to say 
that he expected Mr. Pepper to be 
a candidate to fill the unexpired 
term of the late Senator Penrose.

John H. Doyle, 61, Baltimore and 


Ohio passenger conductor for the 
past 37 years, died very suddenly 
Sunday night at his home 158 East 
Main street after a short illness of 
acute indigestion. 


Mr. Doyle, who was grand ser- 


geant-at-arms of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Veterans association, returned 
from Baltimore at noon where he 
and his daughter, Miss Cora Dojle, 
and other Newark members had at 
tended the Veterans Association con- 
vention. He spent the afternoon at 
the home of his daughter, Mis. Leo 
T. Davis. 
During the evening he 


complained of indigestion and after 
retiring became ill.

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BERLIN'S SORDID NIGHT LIFE IS STAGED IN GLOOM 
*

BERLIN, Saturday. 


• ICHT LIFE" in a large city might 


bo casually defined as either 
brilliant or dull. The Paris ot 


before the war knew how to have a cheer- 
ful time while amusing itself. 
Berlin 


never did. And the German capital re- 
tains to-day its dulness as a place of pleas- 
ure. 


The Germans understand how to stage 


dramas, operas and musical comedies, but 
they have no talent to play at being 
worldly. That might be a virtue were it 
rot that they tried very hard to do both. 
They open the most approved mundane 
resorts, the} gamble, carouse, dance and 
mock. 


Berlin levies the so-called pleasure tax 


on 2,500 resorts, and this list includes 
about 350 cinematograph theatres, 
800 


di inking places with music and a large 
uumber of \ariet> or %audeville theatres, 
cabarets and dance hall^- 
Exempt from 


tiie tax are tafes without music aud thea- 
tres with distinctive artistic or educational 
standards. 
The pleasure places are not 


expressing an innate craving for an illu- 
sive sentiment. 


The German out "lor an evening" lacks 


the "grand manner." A great night dance 
hall in Berlin may be filled with men in 
evening dress and women in daring decol- 
lete and only champagne will flow and the 
music be lively and mysterious, but the 
atmosphere will be without verve or joy. 
And so it is witn a German cabaret. 
It is 


oftener obscene than witty, oftener vulgar 
than risque. 


Oa the Friedrichttiatse, which still in 


the night is the mart of the unfortunate 
woman, there parades as wretched a pro- 
cc-ssiou of human misanthropes as the 
world can show. In the long reach of its 
dimly lighted walks there is no shred of 
deception or illusion. Hundreds of women 
march through the darkness obliquely peer- 
ing at the passerby, signalling, question- 
ing, pressing always on and on, night after 
night. A few of the women appear to be 
CO jears old; by far the greater number 
are mu-'h younger, and many are jet U 
their tcrts. Every city has its vice an 1 
its Fnedrichfetrasbe. But in Berlin one of 
the mo&t important business streets is 
frankly committed to tbis sordiduesi. 
Advertised as a Gay City, 


In Reality Is Only Garish 


Eeilin h^s been advertised the last two 


years at an excessueK gay city. Some of 
this notoriety has come from travellers 
who do itot distinguish between gajety 
and garjaliiioss and tome from the pro's- 
inces. The Bavarian or East Prussian

But dissipation then 
was more aad more a personal rather than 
a group indulgence. 


Ait^r the re'.olution came the time of 


contrast. 
Dancing was once more per- 


mitted and the old resorts were reopened. 
Plays v hn.li the censor had suppressed 
were peiiormed. The life of the "daughter 
of io>" was filmed with a spice of pathos 
to flavor the otherwise obnoxious topic. 
Cabarets outrivalled each other with acts 
of suggestive titles and candid contents. 
Berlin was, generally speaking, a. city "on 
the loose." 


And this letdown seems to have been 


characteristic of an unusually large num- 
ber of individuals. The war was lost; and 
the rigid discipline of the Kaiserreich 
having failed to bring success its stand- 
ards were denied along with its institutions 
and systems.

Modified 


The very meaning of marriage has come 


to be somewhat modified in Germany. 
In "society" and in the middle classes get 
ting married is regarded much as it \>ould 
be in England or America, with posoibl.. 
more emphasis on the property of the COT 
tracting parties. But for the rest of Ger 
many the "trial marriage," m which law- 
plays no part, is a general practice. 


The ceremonial marriage -doea not stand 


ior a full acceptance of each other by a 
husband or wife, but for the establishment 
of a home. It may follow after a long in- 
timate comradeship in which every pre 
scribed social precept has been obeyed save 
that of^going through the ceremony itself. 
This is often because several years have to 
elapse before marriage becomes possible 
financially, and both husband and wife 
may have to continue earning and save all 
they possibly can for the openly espoused 
enterprise. 


Since the Germans see sex in a different 


perspective from other peoples, and go 
brusquely to the extreme in normal times, 
they responded to a national reversal in 
their characteristic manner by pushing

Night life may be a test of a nation's codes, 


health quite as much as its foreign ex- 
change rate or its mortality statistics. A 
people who experience something so catas-

And so it comes that the fall of

For the lesson of 
a loose night life Is not the wickedness ot 
it but the despair it bespeaks. Cities, like 
individuals, are not extravagantly immoral 
for the pleasure it bringsj but out of de- 
fiance—defiance not against any race or 
moral rule, but against the truth which has 
brought them down. 


And it needs no Freudian perspicacity to

fatigue and misery. That it has cost many ing palaces and cabarets and

It was after this 
exhibit that one of the best weekly periodi- 
cals in Berlin wrote, deploring the shal- 
low philosophy of German excels, and 
pleading that more imagination and fancy, 
and less bluntness, be shown by German 
pleasure seekers to the end that both they 
and the public could go their ways with- 
out a conflict.

the high ceiled dancing hall, which for 
many years often has been praised as the 
most attractive in all Europe.

The closing hours, of all cabarets and 


rates is 11:30, which only means that then 
no more drinks may be had, orchestras 
stop playing and lights are turned 'down.

brought a waiter. When given the high 
sign he opened the door to the cafe, ad- 
mitting us to the small back room of a 
respectable daytime conditorei (confection- 
ery shop). 


Likewise, here there was no admittance 


charge save for the large tip paid to the 
"scout," but the cheapest bottle of wine 
obtainable cost 450 marks, or $5.62. The 
narrow space permitted only four small 
tables, around which sat excitement seek- 
ers, some speaking German, others Eng- 
lish, but all in whispered tones, which 
gave the enltre atmosphere the air of for- 
bidden sweets.

Finally she appeared, the eame woman 


clad in a scanty net costume, and t'v 
sprightly music danced with some dexter- 
ity to the evident disappointment of some 
of the guests, who kept calling for a 
Salome. Those cries were suddenly intei- 
rupted by threatening gestures from the 
waiters, wJio in hushed voices ordered all 
to be quiet, saying: "Polizei! Polizeil" 


Clinking of -glasses stopped and all pres- 


ent were supposed to shudder In antici- 
pation of a raid. None came, and the calls 
for a nude dancer were resumed. 
The 


same woman reappeared, this time in 
scantier costume, but still within the law, 
and danced to an exotic tune. 


Protests from the guests continued, and 


their indignation was shown by the small 
tips placed on the dancer's tray. It was 
then 2 A. M., and the time for departing 
had not come, but the loitering night life 
seekers left simultaneously, murmuring as 
they went that the whole thing had been a 
travesty and they hoped never to return. 


The dance hall, the cabaret and the 


secret chamber represented an average 
entertainment of the three categories of 
the night life for which the German capital 
i-5 notorious.
